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PREFACE. 



A Preface is often only an apology, or, at the best, an explana- 
tion of the raison d'etre of the work prefaced. In the present 
instance no apology can be required, as every student of the 
wide-spread literature of Lancashire must have felt and acknow- 
ledged the absolute want of a book to cover the ground which 
the " Lancashire Library " professes to occupy. A well-known 
French author said that " when he wanted a book he wrote it," 
and I will at once admit that I have been actuated by the same 
feelings ; for as I have wandered farther and farther in the bye- 
ways of the literature of our county, I have been the more 
convinced that no accurate knowledge of its richness and value 
could be gained until some one had prepared a complete catalogue 
embracing all the necessary particulars. 

This work I have ventured to undertake, whether successfully 
or not is for the reader to decide. 

Under the title of the " Literature of Lancashire " I have not 
included books which were published in the county, or were 
written by Lancashire men, yet do not in any way refer to the 
county. 

Works to be included in my list must be written about or 
refer to Lancashire places, persons, or things. The only exception

to this rule has been made in the case of some few theological 
pamphlets printed .in the 17th century, which are so curious and 
valuable that their admission will not be regretted. 

As a rule Tracts and Pamphlets printed since 1720 are 
excluded, because after that date their number is so great (and 
many of them so perfectly valueless), that to have included them 
would have defeated the object in view. As a book of this kind 
is essentially a work of reference, every care has been taken, by 
means of alphabetical and chronological arrangement, as well as 
by the addition of copious Indices, to render its contents accessible 
with the least possible trouble. 

I have now only to record my sense of gratitude to those 
gentlemen who have kindly rendered me assistance by the loan 
of books or the forwarding of collations, and also to express my 
thanks to the custodians of the various Lancashire Public 
Libraries for the facilities which they have afforded me in con- 
sulting the volumes in their keeping.

This Edition is substantially a Reprint of the 2d Edition, with Cor- 
rections, Additions, and the much-needed Index. 

The ist Edition of this valuable work appeared in 1817, and the 2d 
in 1824. The two Editions are thus described in the Preface to the 
above — " In its original compilation it was literally ' A Poi:tfolio of Frag- 
ments.' Its I St Edition appeared in 181 7, but in the course of passing 
through the press it received various additions from time to time, which 
were introduced in the form of interpolated pages between those origin- 
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ally printed. These interfering with the pagination, were denoted by the ad- 
dition of asterisks before and after the number of the page. Thus between 
the original pages 2 and 7, were introduced 2* 3* 4* 5** and 6*. Then, 
besides the division of the work into three parts, with separate title-pages 
and tables of contents, there were introduced, at the end of Part II., thirty- 
eight pages of Addenda (price los. 6d. extra, or 20s. separate). Other 
additions were called ' More Fragments ; ' and Part III. was also called 
the Appendix, and its pagination, like that of the Preface, was in Roman 
numerals, pp. i. to cviii. Such was the second Edition as published ; and 
in Mr. Gregson's ' Advertisement ' thereto he announced that after a cer- 
tain day the price of the volume would be advanced to Eight Guineas, 
and that of the Additions, separately, to Two Guineas and a half. In this 
advertisement he announced that he was preparing a Fourth Part, to con- 
tain an Index, etc." This Fourth Part was never published. 
The 1824 Edition frequently sells for £,1. 

Matthew Gregson was born in Liverpool in 1749, where he served his 
apprenticeship to a cabinet-maker, and afterwards was established in the 
same business, from which he retired in 18 14. Mr. Picton, in his " Memo- 
rials of Liverpool," stated that his house in St. Anne Street was so noted 
for hospitality, as to have acquired the name of the " Gregson Hotel." 
He died in 1824, aged 75, from the effects of a fall whilst reaching down 
a book in his Library.
